CONVOCATION. 

It  must  be  confessed  that  the  high-flying  friends  of  the 
Church  do  not  flatter  her,  and  their  account  of  her  condition, 
past  and  present,  passes  tlie  worst  report  of  her  bitterest 
armies.  The  proverb  tells  us  how  to  get  a  dog's  neck  into 
a  halter  by  giving  him  a  bad  name,  and  if  a  convocation  for 
a  church  is  to  bo  obtained  in  the  same  way,  the  speakers  at 
Freemasons’  Hall  on  Tuesday  have  not  spared  the  means 
for  the  end.  Never  was  the  Church  so  bespattered.  A 
tithe  of  what  was  said  by  the  advocates  of  Convocation, 
written  or  spoken  by  Carlile  or  Hone  thirty  years  ago, 
would  have  moved  a  State  prosecution. 

Mr  George  Hughes  avers  that  the  Church  has  never  had  a 
day’s  health  since  Convocation  ceased.  Ever  since  she  has 
been  falling  from  one  disease  into  another. 

At  one  time  the  has  been  torpid  and  paralyutd,  at  another  flunked  | 
and  fevered,  and  forced  into  a  state  of  unnatural  excitement,  as 
latitudinarianism,  formalifra,  puritanisro,  or  popery,  hare  fattened 
upon  her  in  turn;  but  for  all  this  her  condition  has  been  uniformly 
^  of  ufeakneu  and  dineaee.  At  the  period  which  immediately 
succeeded  the  suppression  of  convocation,  the  church  of  England  pre¬ 
sented  an  i4)palling  spectacle — with  a  name  to  live  it  teat  spiritually 
dead.  It  was  not  so  much,  perhaps,  a  corrupt  church  as  an  apparently 
lifeless  one.  Not  yet  dishgured  in  its  grand  lineaments  by  external 
violence,  the  lines  of  a  cold  and  ghastly  beauty  still  lingering  about 
its  inanimate  form,  proclaimed  its  divine  origin.  But  the  lile-giving 
spirit  to  animate  the  mass  was  wanting,  and,  frozen  up  in  an  unnatural 
torpor,  it  teemed  at  if  the  bright  beatnt  of  the  tun  of  rigkteoutnett  could 
not  again  kindle  in  it  a  healthy  vitality,  but  that,  locked  in  its  iron 
slumber,  it  would  remain  for  ever  an  awful  motiument  of  luhewarmnets 
and  indifferenee. 

For  a  friend  of  the  Church  tliia  is  handsome !  And  what 
follows  is  not  less  complimentary  : 

Whilst  the  church  slept  the  enemy  was  not  idle,  and  the  tares  of 
an  abundant  harvest  were  sown.  Infidelity  and  atheitm,  the  teedt  of 
which  were  planted  then,  yielded  tome  yeart  later  a  fruitful  cropof  sedition 
and  bla^emy.  (Cheers.)  But  what  was  lifeless  would  soon  have 
become  putrescent.  Let  us,  therefore,  thank  God  for  the  tymptomt  of  a 
freth  ditente,  which  at  least  aroused  the  church  from  her  deadly 
spiritual  lethargy ;  which  shook  the  church  of  England  with  a  rude 
irreverent  hand,  and  awoke  her  by  the  startling  interrogation,  What 
meanest  thou,  0  sleeper,  arise  and  call  upon  thy  Qod  !  ”  Let  us,  I 
say,  thank  God  for  the  rise  of  Methodism,  even  though  it  at  last  resulted 
in  an  organised  schism,  and  separated  tens  of  thousands  from  the 
communion  of  the  church.  (Hear,  hear.)  But  the  disease  was  intro¬ 
duced  into  the  bosom  of  the  church  itself.  Contemporaneously  with 
the  rise  of  Methodism  sprung  out  of  it  that  party  within  the  pale  of 
the  church,  calling  themselves  **  Evangelical,"  but  bolding  in  many 
respects  the  tenets  of  the  Puritans  of  old.  Though  there  was  much 
of  unsoundness  in  their  teaching,  and  even  more  so  in  that  of  their 
successors,  we  yet  owe  them  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude. 

That  is,  for  stirring  the  Church,  as  explained,  with  a  fresh 
disea-se  ;  for,  according  to  her  fond  historian,  she  has  been 
for  upwards  of  a  century  in  such  a  state  that  a  change  of 
disease  was  a  relief,  not  as  any  change  for  the  better,  but  ns 
each  malady  was  too  intolerable  to  be  long  lionie.  So 
Puritanism  cast  out  torpor  which  would  have  ended  in  putre¬ 
faction,  and  Puritanism  again,  says  the  Church’s  obliging 
friend,  while  it  has  banished  sleep  for  ever  from  the  Church, 
has  introduced  evils  not  to  be  underrated,  which  he  thus 
enumerates : 

What  Puritaninn  has  led  to  in  times  past  it  written  in  rharactert 
»f  blood  on  the  page  of  English  history.  Even  in  our  own  day  it  hat 
led  to  much  uHtoundnett,  and,  in  some  cases,  to  a  virtual  denial  of  the 
Catholic  faith.  I  think  that  we  may  safely  assert  that, /mm  the  time  of 
the  rite  of  Methodum,  the  teaching  of  the  clergy  hat  been  more  untound  on 
•otfers  of  doctrine  than  at  any  period  tubtequent  to  the  Reformation. 
^enty  years  ago,  this  fresh  disease  had  reached  its  climax.  The 
church  had  not  strength  enough  left  in  her  to  throw  off  the  malady 
which  had  fastened  upon  her.  It  infected  the  most  earnest  and 
sealoui  both  of  clergy  and  laity.  Church  principlet  were  scarcely  known 
by  name.  Catholic  truth  was  confounded  with  Bomish  error. 

But  Mr  Hughes  acknowledges  “  the  deep  debt  of  gratitude 
doe  to  Methodism,”  and  its  progenitor  Puritanism,  for  waking 
up  the  Church,  even  with  the  drawbacks  recounted  of  blood- 
wed,  unsoundness,  denial  of  faith,  and  defective  teaching. 
So  Boniface  is  grateful  to  the  gentleman  who  presented  his 
Wife  with  a  dozen  of  usquebaugh,  albeit  the  good  woman  owed 
potations  thereof.  But  according  to  her  friend,

I  need  not  enter  into  any  detail  on  the  aubaequent  history  of  the 
Oxford  movement.  It  must  bs  fresh  in  the  recollection  of  all ;  and 
I  would  willingly  be  spared  a  subject  which  is  in  some  respects  a  very 
painful  one— suffice  it  then  to  say  that  as  tho  tendency  has  always 
been  from  one  extreme  to  another,  so  here  we  bare  had  no  exception 
to  the  general  rule.  A  new  form  of  disease  hat  been  generated  in  the 
church  ;  and  with  grief  and  shame  we  must  confess  that  the  further 
development  of  the  movements  has  exhibited  dangerous  approxima¬ 
tions  to  Romish  error,  to  say  the  least,  whilst  many  whom  we  loved 
and  venerated  as  good  men  and  true,  have  forsaken  tho  church  of 
their  fathers  in  the  day  of  her  peril,  and  deserted  to  the  hostile 
banner  of  Rome.  (Hear,  bear.) 

The  Church  diseased  again  I  No  end  of  disease,  out  of 
one  into  the  other,  out  of  tha  frj'ing-pan  into  the  fire.  From 
putrefaction  to  Puritanism,  ftnm  Puritanism  to  Tractarian- 
ism,  from  Tractai’ianism  to  Romanism.  But  oil  of  them 
good  in  their  turns  ;  all  having  claims  on  our  gratitude,  as 
each  was  the  expulsion  of  another  evil — tho  casting  out  of 
the  Devil  through  Beelzebub. 

But  it  is  not  enough  to  call  the  Church  diseased,  to  the 
great  delight  of  her  friends  shouting  ‘  hear  hear ;’  but  she 
is  also  described  as  “  deserted,  crippled,  and  silenced,”  a 
rotten  useless  log  of  lumber  for  King  Stork  to  perch  upon. 

The  next  friend  of  the  Church,  the  Rev.  B.  Sweet,  de¬ 
lighted  in  representing  her  as  a  miserable  cripple,  impotent 
and  degraded. 

Our  friend  Dr  Biber  now  comes  on  tlie  stage,  and  speak 
after  his  meek,  mild  kind  : 

He  could  not  sympathise  with  any  at  P<''»ttttantt  who  were  not  members 
of  the  Church  of  England.  He  utterly  abhorred  all  religious  sentiments 
except  those  of  the  Church  of  England.  • 

Others  had  described  the  Church  as  diseased, — Dr  Biber 
presents  in  his  own  words  one  of  the  worst  symptoms.  He 
cannot  sympathise  beyond  the  Act  of  Uniformity.  We  lately 
saw  how  widely  the  Rev.  Doctor  could  curse ;  we  now  learn 
how  narrow  is  his  sympathy,  not  extending  a  hair’s-hreadth 
beyond  the  communion  by  law  established.  His  peculiar 
orthodoxy  forbids  any  common  feeling  with  Protestant  Dis 
seiiters.  Imagine  a  convocation  of  such  spirits,  the  eccle 
siastical  exclusives  !  denying  kindred  with  any  not  of  their 
narrow  pale,  lianning,  proscribing,  and,  perhaps  we  may 
add,  cursing,  all  who  differ  from  them.  How  would  the 
peace  of  society  bear  a  Convocation  of  such  impolitic 
worms  ? 

Tlie  Doctor's  argument  for  Convocation,  by  the  way,  is 
worthy  of  him.  He  admits  that  warrant  in  reason  might  be 
in  vain  sought  for  such  an  expedient,  but  thinks,  meek  man, 
that  he  and  such  as  he  may,  without  presumption,  act  and 
decree  as  the  apostles  acted  and  decreed : 

We  must  not  depend  in  this  matter  upon  appeale  to  popular  feel¬ 
ing,  for  the  public  needed  enlightenment  upon  this  question.  Nor 
must  we  depend  ou  party  spirit  ;  let  not  this  be  carried  as  a  party 
question,  for  one  party  or  against  another.  Nor  mutt  we  appeal  to 
reason  nlont\  if  we  did,  he  was  not  so  ignorant  of  history  and  of 
men's  prejudices  as  not  to  know  that  there  were  many  reasons  which 
would  be  felt  to  be  strong  grounds  against  a  revival  of  Convocation, 
and  if  the  question  was  to  be  weighed  in  the  balances  of  reason  alone, 
he  hardly  knew  lutw  we  tJtould  go.  But  he  appealed  to  the  deeper 
and  holier  nnd  more  {>owerful  ground  of  faith.  In  questione  concern¬ 
ing  the  welfare  of  Christ’s  holy  church,  we  must  not  go  upon  grounds 
of  reason  ;  we  must  go  upon  grounds  of  faith.  So  doing,  and  taking 
up  his  Bible,  which  was  to  be  the  guide  of  his  faith,  he  found  that 
when  apostles  were  as  much  divided  as  ourselves,  and  upon  a  most 
vital  question,  they  did  not  go  forth  preaching  each  his  own  doctrine  and 
speaking  against  every  other,  and  carrying  their  divisions  into  all  the 
world,  but  the  apostles,  and  elders,  and  brethren  came  together  as  in 
the  presence  of  God  the  Holy  Ghost,  the  living  guide  of  the  church, 
and  the  result  was  that  they  were  of  one  heart  and  one  mind  before 
their  synodal  assembly  was  over,  and  they  were  able  to  send  out  a 
decree  announcing,  “It  seemed  good  to  the  Holy  Ghost  and  to  us.” 

And  so  the  Convocation,  after  gospel  precedent,  are  to 
issue  tbeir  decrees  os  seeming  good  to  die  Holy  Ghost  and 
themselves ! 

Before  the  authority  of  the  apostles  be  so  revived,  it 
would  be  well  to  see  their  lives  reacted.  And  such  a  pro¬ 
posal  as  this,  so  irreverent,  and  confessedly  uusanctioned  by 
reason,  is  put  forth  on  the  ground  of  faith— faith,  infinite 
faith  in  priestly  sufficiency — faith  not  in  tho  gospel  of 
humility,  but  in  the  most  overweening  sacerdotal  conceits  of 
authority. 

Tlie  dismal  account  of  the  state  of  the  Church  by  men 
who  profess  to  be  her  friends,  though  they  represent  her  as 
doing  nothing  but  passing  from  error  to  error,  and  going 
through  ever)'  variety  of  change,  except  the  change  from 
wrong  to  right,  challenges  remark  more  than  the  remedy 
proposed,  which  is  almost  too  ciiildish  for  argument.  In¬ 
deed,  the  advocates  of  Convocation  appear  to  have  bad  an 
awkward  consciousness  that  their  panacea  was  likely  to  be 
caviare  to  the  public,  and  Mr  Hoare,  though  pronouncing 
it  plain  common  sense  in  one  sentence,  expresses  his  mis¬ 
givings  in  the  next  that  it  is  an  unfamiliar  topic,  **  not  cal¬ 
culated  to  kindle  popular  enthusiasm.”  The  ouly  argument 
upon  which  a  recourse  to  Convocation  can  be  consistently 
recommended  is  that  of  Mr  Hughes,  who  finds  that  the 
Church  has  for  nearly  a  century  and  a  half  been  subject  to 
a  series  of  diseases,  and  that  her  onl^  relief  has  been  in  the 
change  from  one  to  another.  Now  it  is  pretty  certain  that 
a  Convocation  could  not  fail  to  introduce  a  new  malady,  if 
that  be  a  thing  to  be  desired.  The  Times  gives  this  suc¬ 
cinct  account  of  the  singular  remedy  proros^  for  the  cure 
of  present  distractions  by  opening  an  ecclesiastical  debating 
society : 


So  far  Ih>m  having  been  a  neceeniy  incident  to  the  Church  of 
England,  our  Convocation  dates  no  farther  back  than  the  reign  of 
Edward  I.  That  politic  monarch  being  determined  to  break  through 
the  immunity  from  taxation  then  claimed  by  the  clergy,  eummoned 
them  to  meet  together  with  the  barons,  knigots  of  the  Mire,  and  bur- 
gesees,  in  order  to  raise  a  tubeidy  for  hie  necesaitiee.  The  clergy,  in- 
•ensible  to  the  boon  which  waa  thua  aought  to  be  conferred  upon 
them,  reeiated  the  overture  with  all  Uieir  might,  and  were  said  to  be 


forestalling  of  the  Reformation  by  three  hundred  years  waa  only  pre¬ 
vented  by  the  submission  of  the  clergy,  and  thua  did  the  houeee  of 
Convocation  become  an  integral  part  of  the  Britiah  constitution.  It 
is  a  mistake,  however,  to  suppose  that  they  ever  poaesMod  the  power 
of  taxing  the  clergy — all  that  they  did  waa  to  auggeat  an  assessment, 
which  was  carried  into  effect  by  a  subsequent  act  of  Parliament.  They 
poeseeted  no  power  of  deciding  questione  of  disputed  doctrine ;  nor 
could  they,  as  was  so  frequently  asserted  at  the  City  meeting,  make 
laws  to  bind  tho  Church.  The  Church  consists  both  of  clergy  and 
laity,  and  tho  laity  not  being  represented  in  the  Convocation,  were 
never  bound  by  its  canons.  Those  canons  also  were  invalid  if  they 
were  repugnant  to  the  law  of  the  land  or  the  Royal  prerogative.  To 
confuse  such  an  institution,  which  was  in  effect  little  more  than  a 
Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  to  the  House  of  Commons,  with  a 
provincial  or  general  council  of  the  early  church,  is,  if  we  look  at  all 
deeper  than  the  names  of  things,  absolutely  ridiculoua  The  cause 
of  the  disuse  of  Convocation  was  the  consent  of  the  clergy,  in  1804, 
AS  notified  by  Archbishop  Sheldon  to  Lord  Clarendon,  to  be  taxed  di¬ 
rectly  by  the  House  of  Commons,  without  its  intervention.  From  that 
peri<^  its  vocation  was  gone.  As  well  might  tho  cbamler  of  the 
clergy  which  met.  together  with  tho  nobility  and  the  Commons,  to 
foim  the  States-Oeneral  in  almost  every  ancient  monarchy  in  Europe, 
be  looked  upon  as  a  sacred  and  divinely*  gifted  aaeembly,  as  the  Con¬ 
vocation  of  England.  From  the  Revolution  of  1888,  the  Convocation, 
being  entirely  in  the  bands  of  the  advocate!  of  religious  intolerance 
and  arbitrary  power,  was  little  more  than  a  public  debating  club  for 
the  disturbed  and  angry  spirits  of  the  times.  There  Atterbury  found 
a  fit  arena  for  his  turbulent  eloquence,  and  there  the  Bishops,  who 
were  regarded  as  identified  with  the  revolutionary  Government,  were 
made  the  subjects  of  the  most  bitter  and  indecent  invectives  by  men 
who  professed  the  most  extravagant  veneration  for  their  office.  At 
last,  in  1717,  the  virulent  attacks  of  Convocation  upon  Bishop  Hoad- 
ley  so  entirely  satisfied  all  reasonable  men  of  the  needless  scandal 
created  by  an  institution  which  existed  neither  for  the  purposes  of 
taxation  nor  legislation,  hut  merely  for  the  purposes  of  private  and 
sectarian  animosity,  that  the  Royal  license  to  proceed  to  business  sras 
withheld,  and  has  never  since  been  granted.  Now,  we  ask  any  rea¬ 
sonable  and  dispassionate  man,  whatever  be  hie  views  of  the  disordere 
of  the  present  time,  whatever  his  yearnings  after  authoritative  decision 
and  primitive  antiquity,  what  possible  good  could  arise  to  the  Church 
if  Convocation  were  again  allowed  to  meet  1  We  have  already  shown 
that  it  would  bare  no  power  of  legislating  for  the  Church,  since  it  cannot 
bind  the  laity.  And  even  the  clergy  it  cannot  bind,  except  with  the  con¬ 
tent  of  the  Crown,  and  that  assent  would  be  most  assuredly  withheld  te 
any  canons  inconsiitent  with  the  views  of  the  Prime  Minister,  who  re¬ 
presents  the  majority  of  the  Houee  of  Commons,  or,  what  the  spea¬ 
kers  at  the  meeting  contemptuously  call,  “the  democracy  of  the 
day.”  The  authorieed  symbole,  formularies,  and  ceremonies  of  the 
Church  which  are  sanctioned  by  the  Act  of  Uniformity,  Convocation 
would  have  no  power  to  alter,  and,  if  they  were  to  put  an  authorita¬ 
tive  construction  on  any  disputed  article  or  tenet,  that  construction 
would  be  liable  to  be  revers^  by  a  decision  of  the  ecclesiastical  courts, 
or  in  the  last  resort  by  the  Judicial  Committee  of  the  Privy  Oouneij. 

A  body  more  uielees  for  any  of  the  purposM  of  peace,  order,  or  good 
government  cannot  be  imagined ;  but,  unfortunately,  their  uscleesnerl 
would  be  no  guarantee  for  tbeir  inaction.  Though  Mwerleee  for 
good,  they  would  be  able  to  do  an  infinite  quantity  of  evil.  The  very 
fact  of  tbeir  having  no  substantial  business  to  transact  Voald  give  a 
wide  field  and  free  scope  to  those  unedifying  and  interlunable  dis¬ 
cussions  which  have  ever  been  the  reproach  of  ecclesiastical  AMmblies. 

“  Of  all  mankind  none  form  so  bad  an  estimate  of  human \^rs  as 
Churchmen,”  was  the  observation  of  the  great  Lord  Clarenae^|the 
stanch  friend  of  the  Church  of  England,  who  never  gave  her  a  stmulHf 
proof  of  his  attachment  than  when  he  virtually  annulled  her  Convo-^ 
cation.  _

SCHLESWIG  HOLSTEIN.  j 

Well,  may  the  poor  people  of  Schleswig  Holstein 
exclaim,  “  Save  ns  from  our  friends !”  But  for  the 
interference  of  Prussia,  ami  the  convci'sion  of  the  question  | 
thereby  into  a  German  revolutionary  one,  the  (|ue8tion  of! 
the  Duchies  would  not  have  l»ecome  a  great  Euro|)ean  con¬ 
cern,  and  it  would  not  have  l>een  in  the  |>ower  of  the  Prus¬ 
sians  to  l)etmy  it,  or  to  otTer  up  Schleswig  as  a  peace-offering  I 
to\^’ards  the  reconciliation  of  the  Court  of  Berlin  with  the 
Plastem  Courts. 

The  question  originally  was  one  between  theGerman  and  the 
Danish  races  and  territories  in  the  pcniiiHula.  History,  usage, 
and  law,  had  for  centuries  separated  these  races  and  lands  in  | 
their  local  jurisdiction,  and  even  the  line  of  their  succession.  | 
No  one  denies  that  a(ux)rding  to  law  the  throne  of  Denmark ; 
descends  to  its  female  heirs ;  or  that  the  Duchies  were 
limited  to  male  heirs.  All  of  a  sudden  the  King  of  Den¬ 
mark  declared  that  this  law  should  bo  abrogated,  as  far  as 
Schleswig  was  concerned  ;  and  he  was  so  far  justilied  that  the 
separation  of  Schleswig  from  the  crown  of  I)enmark  would 
certainly  have  broken  up  the  |K)wer  of  the  monarchy.  But  it 
was  a  question  of  expediency,  not  of  right;  and  to  advance  it, 
the  most  conciliatory  offers  and  language  ought  to  liave  been 
held  to  the  Duchies,  instead  of  increasing  one  wrong  by 
another.  Be  this  as  it  will,  even  had  the  {xirties  in  Denmark 
l)een  left  to  argue  or  fight  out  their  quarrel  alone  they  would 
Irave  arrived  at  some  terms  of  agreement.  But  Prussia’s  armed 
interference  ruined  everything.  It  alarmed  Russia,  and 

f[ave  it  a  pretext  for  intervening.  It  piqued  France,  which 
ooks  on  Prussia  as  a  Continental  rival.  It  brought  down 
naval  hostilities  on  the  part  of  Denmark  against  Gennany, 
with  a  blockade  of  the  l^lbe,  which  compelled  Lord  Palmer¬ 
ston  to  interfere ;  and  finally,  it  made  Austria,  which 
otherwise  might  have  supported  Holstein,  a  foe.  To 
Prussian  interference,  the  Duchies  owe  all  the  complications 
of  their  diplomacy  and  war ;  and  it  is  to  Prussia  Urey  are 
indebted  for  tlieir  final  and  disgraceful  betrayal. 

Much  as  wo  condemn  the  conduct  of  Prussia,  we  com¬ 
miserate  tire  brave  ])eoplo  of  the  Duchies,  and  know  of  no 
case  where  the  dflimnt  rege»,  plecfimtur  Achivi  can  be  more 
fully  applicable  tlian  to  Danes  and  Scldeswig  Holsteiners. 
Neither  party,  nor  race,  can  have  any  interest  in  crushing, 
Hulnluing,  or  tyrannising  over  the  other.  Both  might  very 
well  continue  to  inhabit  the  peninsula  together,  but  under 
different  forms  of  loc'al  govennnent,  with  a  joint  assembly 
for  inqH?riul  purposes.  The  case  is  not,  as  supposed,  that  of 
England  and  of  Ireland.  Ireland  has  l>een  subject  for  400 
years ;  Schlesw’ig  and  Holstein  have  been  all  that  time 
iudependent,  never  conquered,  never  impaired  in  their  insti¬ 
tutions,  intluence,  or  tongue,  and  infiuitely  more  wealthy, 
civilised,  and  industrious  than  the  Danes.  Civilization  has 
progrt«sed  on  the  Eyder — it  has  retrogaded  on  the  Sound  ; 
and  it  is  the  consciousness  of  this  tliat  piques  the  Danes 
to  conquer  and  bring  back  to  their  own  level,  provinces  that 
belong  to  their  empire  only  partially,  and  which  were  never 
fully  incori>oratcd  with  it. 

Had  the  Danes  been  wise,  we  repeat  that  they  would  long 
since  have  conciliate<l  the  Duchies  instead  of  crushing  them ; 
inasmuch  as  the  submission  of  the  latter  to  the  former  will 
only  last  as  long  as  force  endures.  Even  as  it  is,  the  Holsteiners 
submit  not  to  English  arbitration,  or  Russian  menaces,  but 
to  an  army  of  the  German  Confederation ;  and  how  this  is  to 
Danify  Holstein,  we  do  not  see.  On  the  contrary,  it  more 
than  ever  Germanizes  Holstein  ;  whilst  Schleswig  is  cut  off 
and  placed  under  Danish  administration  in  such  a  way,  as 
must  keep  malcontent  and  latent  insurrection  still  alive 
and  wanu  upon  that  border. 

In  the  meantime,  no  stops  appear  as  yet  to  have  been 
taken  with  respect  to  the  vital  question  of  the  Danish  suc¬ 
cession.  According  to  the  London  protocol,  the  old  line  of 
succession  in  Denmark  and  the  Duchies  is  to  be  set  aside. 
Two  princes  are  spoken  of— the  Prince  of  Hesse  and  the 
Duke  of  Oldenburgh.  Both  are  directly  connected  witli 
Russia.  The  first  luvs  the  be.st  right  to  the  Danish  throne, 
but  no  right  at  all  to  the  Duchies.  The  second  has  no 
right  to  Denmark,  but  a  right  to  the  Duchies,  after  the 
houses  of  Augustenberg  and  Glucksberg. 

If  those  questions  ol  succession  are  to  be  decided  neither 
by  the  law  of  hereditan*  descent,  nor  by  the  statutes  of  tlie 
land,  nor  by  the  will  of  the  people,  but  by  tlie  opinion  of 
four  foreign  European  powers  as  to  tlie  expediency  of  a 
certain  selection,  then  there  is  risk  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
peninsula  feeling  towards  their  new  Sovereign  as  if  he  was 
an  intruder.  This  would  bo  a  l»ad  security  for  peace. 

^  It  may  be  indeed  desirable  that  the  presentdoroiuious  of  the 
kingdom  of  Denmark  should  remain  unseparated.  It  may  be 
desirable  thatllolstein  should  not  be  forced  into  any  Prussian 
Zollverein  or  union.  But  it  is  also  desirable  that  Denmark 
should  not  become  a  Russian  ap|>anage,  ruled  over  by  a 
Prince  in  the  midst  of  subjects  averse  to  his  house, 
and  therefore  dependent  at  all  times  on  Russian  succour 
for  the  mainteuanco  of  peace  and  the  support  of  his  throne. 
All  these  things  must  be  considered  and  provided  for,  before 
there  is  room  for  congratulation  on  what  is  called  the  settle¬ 
ment  of  the  Schleswig  Holstein  question.

“DRESSING-GOWN  AND  SLIPPER” 
REVOLUTIONS. 

We  have  frequently  expressed  our  sympathy  and  admira¬ 
tion  for  the  peaceful  constitutional  struggle  which  has  lieen 
so  steatlily  and  worthily  carrie<l  on  in  Hesse  Cas.scl.  It  is 
now  our  painful  duty  to  record  its  close. 

Count  Leiningen,  tlie  Austrian  civil  commissary  and 
militaiy  commander,  has  been  allowed  to  employ  the  most 
arbitrary  and  tyrannical  measures  to  force  the  magis¬ 
trates  to  yield  to  his  will.  On  their  refusing  tx)  acknow¬ 
ledge  the  legality  of  the  ordinances  of  September,  and 
act  in  obedience  to  them,  ho  ordered,  without  further 
process  or  trial,  each  of  the  recusant  magistrates  to  be  serNed 
with  a  military  execution. 

Our  readers  should  know’  tliat  an  Austrian  military’  execu¬ 
tion  is  carried  out  in  the  following  raaniier.  A  number  of 
soldiers  fin  the  present  instance  ten)  are  sent  to  each  house, 
and,  in  addition  to  free  quarters,  they  are  to  receive,  or  take 
if  refused,  free  rations  and  double  pay  as  long  as  they  stay. 
Instances  are  not  uncommon  in  which  as  many  as  ninety 
men  have  been  quartered  in  one  house.  This  treatment  is 
continued  till  the  object  is  altoinexl,  and  the  arrears  of  pay 
made  up. 

It  reijuires  little  imagination  to  picture  the  injuries  and 
insults  to  which  a  private  family  must  be  subject  under 
such  a  regime  as  this.  No  one  can  be  surprised  to  hear 
that  men  prefer  even  to  leave  their  homes  and  property  at 
the  mercy  of  these  intruders  rather  than  endure  such  hit¬ 
ter  personal  annoyance.  It  is  not  to  he  wondered  at  that 
such  a  new  and  ingenious  mo<le  of  torture  should  have  bent 
the  lirmness  of  the  magistrates  of  Hesse  so  far  as  to  induce 
them  to  submit  to  the  obnoxious  ordinances,  though  still 
w  ithout  acknowledging  their  legality.  This  is  to  be  left  for 
the  future  decision  of  the  German  Diet. 

The  active  part  which  tlie  Pnissian  Government  has 
taken  in  this  affair,  and  the  very  feeble  opposition  made  to  it 
in  the  Prussian  Chamber,  must  have  taught  those  of  our 
contem|>orarie8  who  clung  so  firmly  to  their  hopes  of 
Prussia,  tliat  neither  her  Government  nor  her  people 
are  worthy  of  occupying  the  place  ascribed  to  them  in  the 
van  of  German  civilisation  or  German  liberty.  We  have  but 
lately  seen  how  peppery  and  susceptible  both  King  and 
Commons  could  lie  when  they  thought  that  Prussian  vanity 
or  Prussian  interests  were  placed  in  danger.  But  when  the 
liberty  of  those  German  brothers  of  whom  they  talked  so 
much  w’ns  threatened,  they  liave  seemed  to  care  for  no¬ 
thing  so  much  as  to  obtain  a  share  in  the  honour  of 
oppressing  them. 

If  the  debate  in  the  Prussian  Chambers,  however,  turns 
little  to  the  honour  of  the  Pruasinn  representatives,  it 
afforded  a  hint  which  may  be  turned  to  great  service  by  the 
German  people.  Mniiteuffel,  in  a  speech  in  defence  of  his 
policy,  had  the  audacity  and  folly  to  utter  tliese  words  : 

Thera  are  dilferant  opinions  as  to  the  Hessian  dispute  :  some  belicTe 
that  the  conductor  tlie  Oovenmient  was  arbitrary ;  others  think  there 
was  a  dangerous  official  rerolution.  (Murmurs.)  Yes,  I  call  it 
dangerous,  because  such  a  revolution  can  be  made  6y  the  officiaU  of 
the  (lorernment  i«  their  dreeeing-gotnu  and  elippert,  trhiU  a  man  of 
the  barricadee  mutt  at  Uat  t  hare  the  courage  to  expose  his  life. 

It  is  hardly  worth  while  noticing  what  there  is  of  false¬ 
hood  in  tliis  statement.  All  the  world  is  agreed  both  as  to 
the  illegality  of  the  measures  of  Hassenpthig,  and  the 
popular  (not  merely  the  bureaucratic  or  official)  cliaracter  of 
the  opposition  to  them.  It  is  notorious  that  the  Court  has 
no  party  among  any  class  of  the  People  any  more  than  it 
has  on  the  Bench,  in  the  Church,  or  in  the  Army.  But 
what  annoys  the  peace-loving  Manteuffel  is  the  legal  and 
peaceful  nature  of  this  opposition,  and  his  confession  on 
this  head  may  be  turned  to  real  value. 

Such  opposition  is  dangerous,  the  Minister  declares, 
because  it  can  be  made  by  Government  officials  “  in  dress¬ 
ing-gowns  and  slippers.”  Dangerous  indeed  !  Here  are 
all  the  civil  and  military  dignitaries  calmly  refusing  to  carry 
out  the  orders  of  their  prince,  merely,  forsooth,  liecause  they 
are  illegal.  No  opportunity  for  cannonading  them — hardly  an 
apology  for  a  simple  hanging — not  even  an  occasion  for 
eloquent  denunciations  of  blood-thirsty  mobs  and  rapacious  j 
democrats.  Ah  1  the  liarricades  ! — tliat 's  a  different  matter,  j 
No  danger  there.  We  know’  how  to  deal  with  gentry  of 
that  class-- a  few  hours  suffice  to  put  them  down.  But 
these  dressing-gown  and  slipper  heroes  have  cost  us  months 
to  subdue  them  ;  and  though  we  may  succeed  in  replacing 
a  despised  Prince  and  haled  Minister,  yet  the  rebels  have 
secured  the  sympathy  and  respect  of  all  Europe,  and  set  an 
example  which  many  may  here^ter  be  inclined  to  follow. 

“  Dressing-gown  and  slipper  revolution^  ”  are  the  opjio- 
sition  offered  by  honest  and  upright  servants  of  the  State  to 
measures  of  arbitrary  power,  such  as  our  own  judges 
here  in  England  liave  more  than  once  engaged  in.  To 
such  we  owe  {lerhaps  as  much  of  our  liberty  as  to  our  civil 
wars  or  clmnge  of  dynasty.  May  Germany  now  learn  the  i 
lesson  which  Manteuffel  has  tried  to  teach  her.  For  the 
future  may  German  revolutions  be  moral  and  legal.  Maii- 
teuffel  himself  has  declared  such  to  be  the  most  danger- 1 
ous.  Away,  then,  with  barricades  and  blood,  and  sue- 1 
cess  to  dressing-gowns  and  slippers !  “  We  thank  thee,

THE  NEW  EDUCATIONAL  MOVEMENT  IN 
MANCHESTER. 

[Frwa  a  Utter  odJrested  to  the  •  Mamheater  GuarJian*  by  Sir  J.  P.

The  chief  anani^ementt  in  the  propoeed  bill  ara  m  follovi : _ 

“  1.  That  cUm  of  tehooU  which  U  admitted  to  inspection  by  the 
txtmmiUee^  Council  on  Education,  may  partake  of  the  benefits  of  tl.i- 
m«wxre.  Thu  pt^cally  extends  its  operation  to  all  schools  in  which  the 
rae^^of  a  ponion  of  tho  Holy  Scriptures  forms  a  part  of  tho  daily 
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“  2.  Tlint  such  schools  may  be  supported,  repaired,  and  enlarged,  by 
funds  derived  from  a  borough  rate,  not  to  exceed  five-pence  in  the  pound, 

“  3.  Tliat  these  schools  may  continue  to  avail  themselves  of  the  atsisu 
aiicc  of  the  Committee  of  Council  on  Education,  for  tho  various  forms  of 
aid  contemplated  by  their  Minutea.  and  eapeciallv  by  thoae  of  1846. 

4.  That  schfloli  assisted  from  the  local  rate  shall  be  open  to  all  classes 
without  any  requirements  to  which  the  parent  or  guardian  of  any  schoUr 
may,  on  religious  grounds,  object. 

“  5.  That  ihe  administration  of  the  public  rate  shall  be  in  the  handset 
a  committee  appointed  by  the  town  council,  which  committee  will  ohri. 
ously  become  tho  guardian  of  the  civil  interests  of  the  ratepayers;  of  tb* 
scholars  and  their  parents  ;  as  well  as  of  those  of  the  managers  of  thi 
schools. 

“  6.  The  government  of  the  schools,  and  the  appointment  and  dismissal 
of  the  teachers,  will  continue  to  bo  confided  to  the  committee  of  ths 
church,  or  the  congregation,  or  other  body  by  whose  benefactions  sad 
labours  it  was  founded,  and  has  been  sustained. 

"  7.  A  great  number  of  the  buildings  hitherto  oecnpied  solely  u  Sunday 
achools,  but  which  havo  never  been  uaed  as  day  schools,  on  account  of  tbs 
inadequacy  of  tlio  resources  arising  from  voluntary  charity,  might  be 
openeil  for  daily  instruction,  because  tho  rate  would  necome  available  for 
their  support. 

8.  The  schools  are  to  bo  acccssiblo  to  all  the  inhabitants  of  tbs 
borou{;hs,  without  any  charge  for  the  education  of  the  s^olars ;  and  it  it 
proposed  that  the  guardians  of  the  poor  shall  be  empowered  to  require 
that  out-door  paupers  shall  send  their  children  (such  of  them  as  are  not 
in  receipt  of  earnings,  I  presume,)  to  school. 

“  9.  Though  the  school  committee  of  tho  municipal  council  has  no 
pow^r  to  interfere  with  the  internal  management,  or  regulations  of  tbs 
schools,  their  efficiency  will  be  secured,  because  no  school  can  derive  sup¬ 
port  from  tho  rate,  unless  the  teacher  bo  in  possession  of  a  certificate  of 
merit,  from  the  Committee  of  Council  on  Education  ;  nor  unlosi  tbe 
school  be  regularly  examined  by  Her  Majesty’s  Inspector.  It  would  sp- 
pear  to  be  expedient  to  add,  that  each  school  should  possess  a  lufficieiit 
uninher  of  assistant  or  pupil -teachers  to  insure  the  progress  of  the  tcliolan. 

“  10.  Every  parent  will  bo  permitted  to  select  the  school  to  which  ht 
may  desire  to  send  his  child — to  withdraw  it  from  any  matter  of  inttrne- 
tion  which  he  may  disapprove — and  to  remove  it  when  he  is  dissatisfled' 
such  precautions  being  taken  as  may  prevent  interference  with  the  proi-' 
perity  of  schools,  by  capricious  and  unreasonable  changes. 

“  ll.  If  any  district  be  found,  on  duly  authorised  examination,  to  h« 
deficient  in  school  accommodation,  and  if,  when  sixty  days  have  elstusd 
after  a  public  advertisement,  it  is  found  that  no  public  educational  My 
(such  as  is  contemplated  by  the  Minutes  of  tho  Committeo  of  Council)  m 
disposed  to  erect  a  school,  the  committee  of  the  town  council  may  build 
•lie,  and  may  appoint  lay  managers,  who  are  to  select  the  teacher,  sod 
regulate  the  instruction, — provision  being  made  for  the  reading  and  teach¬ 
ing  of  the  Holy  Scriptures.” 

There  is  obviously  abundant  opportunity  for  an  enlarged  commentary 
on  these  lending  provisions  of  the  proposed  bill,  and  the  details  deserve 
attentive  consideration.  To  the  religious  bodies  who  have  made  generooi 
exertions  for  the  erection  and  support  of  schools,  and  to  whom  tlis  pre¬ 
servation  of  that  sphere  of  Christian  charity  is  a  matter  of  religious  obli¬ 
gation  to  be  defended  at  tho  cost  of  every  conceivable  sacrifice,— I  would 
utter  one  word  of  counsel,  if  not  of  warning.  Tin's  measure  has  been 
proposed  by  laymen  and  clergymen  of  the  Established  Church.  If  it  were 
possible  to  conceive  that  it  should  be  rejected  by  those  religiqus  bodiei 
which  are  prepared  to  sanction  the  principle  of  a  school-rale,  thea  tlw 
Sybil  will  have  delivered  the  last  of  her  prophetic  leaves — the  waraingef 
events  and  facts  will  be  complete  !  .  .  .  .  This  propossi  bu  tho 

advantage  of  appearing  at  a  period  whan  all  tbe  practicable  sclieroet  for 
combined  education  havo  been  brought  under  the  coiisideraiion  of  pariis- 


nient,  and  have  failed.  It  therefore  avoids  the  insuperable  difficulties  tf 
such  plans.  It  provides  for  a  system  of  public  education,  in  which  eitli 
religious  communion  can  continue  to  cherish  its  schools,  as  the  nursery  »f 
the  church  or  the  congregation,  expending  upon  them  those  sacrifices  of 
Christian  zeal  which  arc  more  valuable  than  money,  and  avoiding  tbst 
narrowness  of  feeling  which  restricts  the  angelic  messages  of  chsritj 
within  tho  rigid  limits  of  opinion.  While  it  avoids  the  insuperable  difi- 
culties  of  a  system  of  combined  education,  the  scheme  avails  itself  of  the 
experience  which  has  been  acquired  of  the  nature  of  the  concessions  which 
each  religious  body  has  been  disposed  to  make,  for  the  settlement  of  the 
question  of  national  education.  Thus  the  promoters  have  had  in  view  the 
alterations  in  the  constitution  and  mansq^cment  of  Church  of  Eoglaid 
schools,  which,  in  consideration  of  obtaining  the  aid  of  a  school-rale,  the 
Heads  of  the  Church  sanctioned  in  1842.  They  have  observed  that  the 
Church  of  Scotland,  the  Free  Church,  the  Wesleyan  Methodists,  tk 
Roman  Catholics,  and  ether  bodies,  have,  without  the  advantage  of  i 
school-rate,  agreed  with  the  Committeo  of  Council  on  Education  so  te 
frame  their  trust-deeds  as  to  open  their  schools  to  all  classes,  without  ia)f 
interference  with  the  religious  instruction  of  scholars  withdrawn  by  ibeir 
parents  from  such  teaching.  The  important  labours  of  the  Lanssshirt 
Public  School  Association  have  elicited  proof  of  tho  extent  to  which 
public  opinion  has  been  awakened  to  tho  necessity  of  a  rate,  if  we  wosld 
cither  secure  the  efficiency  of  the  schools  or  render  them  accessible  to  iO 
classes  of  tho  poor.  That  association  has  also  proved,  that  the  more  is- 
telligent  among  the  classes  supported  by  manual  labour  have  long  tbren  I 
off  the  indifference  to  education,  formerly  (perhaps  with  some  j<)*tW  I 
attributed  to  them.  They  now  regard  free  education  in  schools,  supports  I 
by  public  rates,  as  in  iiself  a  ^/-ancAtse — more  valuable  than  anv  other,  I 
because  it  is  the  means  by  which  every  other  franchise  may  be  ootained.  I 
Education  will  become  popular  among  the  poor, — not  as  a  means  of  *•  I 
proving  their  material  comfort  and  social  happiness, — advantages  in  iher  I 
view  less  obviously  flowing  from  it, — but  as  tho  indispensable  elemest  «  I 
their  political  freedom.  To  them,  it  is  tho  entrance  to  political  hn*  I 
.  .  .  .  Having,  at  an  executive  officer  of  the  government,  hsd  psr*  I 
sonal  charge  of  every  measure  for  public  education  which  has  been  pi^  I 
posed  by  successive  administrations  since  1839,  I  may  be  permiUsd  ••  I

Immediate  cessation  of  hostilities  against  Denmark  ;  2.  With- 
drawal  of  the  Ilolstein  army  from  the  Schleswig  territory,  relin¬ 
quishing  all  its  positions  on  the  Eider ;  3.  Reduction  of  the  army 
two-thirds ;  4.  Dissolution  of  the  Chamber  of  Representative!  at 
Kiel ;  and,  5.  Immediate  cessation  on  the  part  of  Holstein  of  all 
warlike  preparations.  The  Assembly  was  convoked  on  the  evening 
of  the  10th,  and  the  discussion,  which  was  very  animated,  lasted 
till  near  six  o’clock  on  the  morning  of  the  11th,  when  submission 
to  the  above  five  points  was  adopted  by  47  votes  against  28.  It 
was  observed  that  the  Duke  of  Augustenburg,  a  member  of  the 
Chamber,  and  one  of  the  chief  promoters  of  the  revolution,  spoke 
for  submission,  and  thereby  induced  two  or  three  members  to  vote 
with  him.  M.  Bcseler,  who  may  be  regarded  as  the  leader  of  the 
war  party,  immediately  tendered  his  resignation  and  left  Kiel. 
Count  Heventlow  was  called  upon  to  take  charge  of  the  Provisional 
Government.  This  solemn  vote  of  submission  on  the  part  of  the 
Chamber  and  the  Stadtholdcrate  to  the  demands  of  the  Federal 
Diet  will  re  establish  the  tfatu  quo  ante  hrllum  in  the  Duchies— in 
other  words,  obedience  to  the  royal  authority  of  Denmark,  as  it 
existed  before  the  revolution.  The  King  of  Denmark  has  already 
appointed  a  Commissary-General  to  govern  the  duchies  of  Hol¬ 
stein  and  Lauenburg  in  his  name.  Count  Reventlow  Criminil, 
formerly  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs  at  Copenhagen,  has  been 
invested  with  this  important  office.  The  Austrian  corps  of  inter* 
vention,  under  General  Lcgeditch,  continued  to  advance. 

Rotal  Confebence.— The  monarchs  of  Austria,  Prussia,  and 
Russia  are  shortly  to  meet  at  Dresden,  'llie  ambassadors  of  the 
other  States  have  been  officially  informed  of  this.  The  re-esta¬ 
blishment  of  the  Diet  is  expected  with  slight  modifications,  with 
the  consent  of  Prussia. 

SPAIN. — Resignation  of  the  Narvaez  Mikibtrt. — On  Wed¬ 
nesday  morning  the  French  Government  received  the  following 
telegraphic  despatch  ; — “  The  Madrid  Cabinet  has  resigned. 
General  Narvaez  immediately  left  Madrid,  and  is  now  at  Bayonne.” 
This  despatch  was  not  dated. 

PORTUGAL. — The  Cortes  was  opened  on  the  3rd  of  this  month, 
but  not  by  the  Queen  in  person.  Her  Majesty  is  daily  expecting 
her  confinement.  The  squadron  is  expected  to  sail  on  another 
cruise  about  the  end  of  the  month.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  King, 
accompanied  by  his  two  eldest  Princes,  to  go  to  London  (to  the 
Exhibition)  in  one  of  the  war  steamers.  M.  Rebello  Cabral  hu 
been  elected  Ihresident  of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies.  The  Minister 
of  Finance’s  annual  report  calculated  upon  a  deficit  of  813  contos 
at  the  end  of  the  present  financial  year,  and  that  it  will  be  raised 
to  1,198  contos  by  the  close  of  1851-2,  notwithstanding  the  pro¬ 
posed  continuance  of  the  dividends  spoliation,'  abatement  noni 
state  salaries,  &c.  "  ' 

TURKEY. — Liberation  or  the  HtTNOARiAjr  Refcokes.— The 
remnant  of  the  emigration  of  Shumla  arrived  at  Constantinople 
on  the  6th  Dec.  The  Porte  treats  them  with  liberality.  They 
will  be  embarked  for  England  at  the  expense  of  the  Turkish  Go¬ 
vernment,  and  nourished  during  the  passage,  and  each  will  receive 
three  pounds  sterling.  The  emigrants  of  Kiutayeh  will  be  speedily 
set  at  liberty,  the  negotiations  with  the  Cabinet  of  Vienna  for 
their  liberation  having  at  length  been  successfhl.  The  report  of 
the  death  of  General  Bern,  at  Aleppo,  is  confirmed. 

UNITED  STATES. — ’Hie  steamer  Africa  has  brought  advices 
frem  New  York  to  the  Ist  Inst.  There  ii  no  news  of  political  io- 
imrtance,  but  an  amusing  incident  had  occurred  in  the  Ameri^ 
Senate,  where  a  correspondence  was  read  between  the  Austriaa 
Minister  and  the  United  States  Government,  touching  the  appoint¬ 
ment  by  the  latter  of  an  agent  to  the  de  facto  Government  of  Hm- 
gary  daring  the  straggle  of  that  country  with  Austria.  The 
Austrian  Charge,  in  his  letter,  assumes  a  very  solemn  tone,  sna 
treats  the  matter  as  one  of  the  very  highest  impbrlknce.  He  v^ 
gravely  remarks  that  the  circumstance  is  one  which  the  Austrisa 
Government  cannot  overlook ;  that  he  solemnly  protests  against  K 
as  contrary  to  the  comity  of  nations,  and  as  a  violation  of  tbs 
American  doctrine  of  non-intervention.

'The  juggler  is  first  shown  in  public,  exulting  in  all  the  vulgar 
humbug  of  his  calling  ;  he  is  then  followed  into  his  own  residence, 
where  Uie  qualities  of  a  tender  husband  and  fond  father  are  displayed. 
V/hile  his  wife  and  children  are  with  him  he  ia  in  a  state  compara¬ 
tively  happy,  but  soon,  unfortunately,  it  turns  out  that  the  wife  is 
the  representative  of  a  noble  house,  and  she  quits  her  husband,  not 
from  a  feeling  of  pride,  but  that  she  may  save  the  life  of  her 
Youngest  child,  whose  health  requires  the  utmost  care.  Poor  Paillasse 
lUlievea  himself  deserted,  and  there  is  the  practical  affliction  that  the  agent 
of  his  wife’s  rich  relations,  who  are  ashamed  of  their  connexion  with  him, 
persecute  him  in  every  direction.  The  climax  of  the  piece  is  a  scene 
where  the  broken-hearted  mountebank  comes  with  bis  sickly  b<^  and 
tries  to  exhibit  before  the  wealthy  guests  at  a  private  hat  mataw,  who 
laugh  at  his  miseries  because  thev  think  them  to  be  assumed.  Here  the 
contrast  between  professional  bulToonerv  and  real  sorrow  becomes  fearfully 
close,  and  too  much  praise  can  scarcely  be  awarded  to  Mr  Webster  for  the 
intense  pathos  he  throws  into  the  situation.  The  care-worn  look,  the  tear¬ 
ful  eyes,  the  attempt  to  brave  out  the  load  of  misery,  and  to  assume  a 
jovial  air,  were  most  carefully  and  forcibly  represents,  and  Mr  Webster 
was  excellently  supported  by  Miss  Chaplin,  who  represented  the  son.  W’e 
wish  the  piece  terminated  shortly  after  this  situation.  The  other  portion, 
in  which  Paillasso  in  his  attempting  to  recover  his  wife  is  mistaken  for  a 
convict,  ia  not  without  powerful  situations,  but  these  might  apply  to  any 
other  person  wrongfully  accused,  and  are  away  from  the  cnaracteristic 
idea  of  (he  drama.  In  Its  present  state  the  play  lasts  nearly  four  hours, 
and  for  future  representations  the  work  of  abricl^ent  might  be  employed 
with  profit.  The  character  of  the  wife  of  Paillasse,  devoted  to  her  hus¬ 
band  in  spite  of  the  remonstrances  of  her  family,  ia  sustained  with  great 
force  by  Madame  Celeste,  and  two  comic  parts  are  introduced  which  are 
not  in  the  French  original,  and  which  are  nighly  amusing  in  the  hands  of 
Mr  Wright  and  Miunoolgar.  Indeed,  the  whole  company  is  employed 
to  give  effect  to  the  numerous  dramatis  persona,  but  the  real  interest  of 
the  piece  centres  in  the  character  of  the  mountebank. 


Mrs  Norton’s  music  has  a  distinctive  character  and 
a  richness  and  reality  of  melody  which  is  seldom  found  in 
the  liallad  music  of  England.

MR  MACUSE's  PAINTINQ  OF  MR  MACRflADY  IN  WERNER.' 

There  is  now  ou  view  at  Mr  Hogarth’s  Gallery  in  the 


Haymorket  a  painting  by  Mr  Maclise  of  which  »the  subject 
is  taken  from  Lord  Byron’s  tragedy,  and  the  principal  figure 
is  a  most  masterly  full-length  {lortrait  of  Mr  Macready. 
A  line-engraving  of  this  picture  is  iu  preparation;  and  a 
finer  or  more  fitting  memorial  of  the  great  actor  now  about 
to  leave  the  stage,  it  would  not  be  possible  to  have. 

The  first  quality  that  strikes  us  in  the  work*  is  its  depth 
and  simplicity  of  style  and  arrangement.  It  is  like  an  old 
nicture.  In  sentiment  it  is  akin  to  the  '  Banished  Lord  ’  of 
Reynolds,  and  in  execution  not  unworthy  to  rank  with  it. 
The  common  fault  of  pictures  in  which  celebrated  actors 
are  introduced  is  that  something  from  the  .atage  is  intro¬ 
duced  along  with  them.  Here  there  is  nothing  of  the  kind. 
The  ideal  form  and  face  of  Werner  is  transfused  with  the 
actual  form  aud  face  of  Mr  Macready.  The  scene  selected 
is  the  opening  one  of  the  play,  and  the  figures  introduced 
are  simply  Werner  and  Josephine.  In  simple  pathos  the^ 
attitude  and  expression  of  the  latter  is  perfect.  The  story 
is  told  at  onoe.

It  passe*  in  review  the  seditiou*  cries 
at  8atory.  the  incident  of  General  Neumaycr’s  dismissal,  the  lan¬ 
guage  of  the  Elysesn  press,  and  the  dismissal  of  General  Chan- 
gamlcr.  The  committee  sees  in  all  Uiese  acte  a  series  of  aggres¬ 
sions,  which  have  justly  awakened  the  susceptibility  of  the 
Assembly.  The  conclusions  of  the  report  are  as  follows : 

**  Two  members  have  proposed  a  pure  and  simple  order  of  the  day, 
without  approbation  of  the  fart*  anterior  to  the  message,  but  without 
considering  that  these  acta  have  justified  a  refusal  of  support.  Three 
members  wers  ready  to  join  in  a  vote  of  general  want  of  confidence, 
but  refuse  to  motive  it  upon  an  act  which  has  put  an  end  to  an  ex¬ 
orbitant  power,  againat  which  they  always  proietted.  .Six  membera 
have  proposed  a  formula  of  want  of  confidence,  founded  upon  the  mis¬ 
construction  by  the  Miniatera  of  the  constitutional  condition  of  rela¬ 
tions  between  the  two  powers.” 

Eight  members  wore  against  seven  in  favour  of  a  resolution 
thus  conceived : 

The  NsUonsI  Auembly,  while  scknowledging  that  the  executive 
power  has  made  use  of  an  incontestable  right,  but  blaming  the  use 
which  the  actual  cabinet  have  made  of  this  right,  declare*  that  the 
former  commander-in-chief  has  preserved  all  the  esteem  and  confidence 
which  the  Astembly  testified  towards  him  in  its  vote  of  January  3.” 

On  this  last  formula  the  Assembly  pronounced  urgency,  and 
adjourned  the  debate  till  the  next  day.  A  stormy  meeting  of  the 
club  of  the  Rue  des  Ryramides  took  place  on  Tuesday  niglit. 
M.  L4on  Fancher  proposed,  that  instead  of  the  Ministry  being 
blamed  for  dismissing  General  Cbangarnier,  the  Assembly  should 
mtrely  express  regret.  At  the  8Ugi;estion  of  M.  Thiers,  the 
meeting  abetained  from  coming  to  any  vote. 

On  Wednesday  tlie  debate  began  on  the  report  of  the  committee, 
and  lasted  throughout  the  sitting.  On  Thursday  it  was  r  tumed. 
M.  ^rryer  spoke  against  tlie  Government  and  M.  Lamartine  in 
its  fkvour,  and  at  post  hour  was  Iclt  speaking. 

FOREIGN  GLEANINGS. 

The  Count  de  Hontalembcrt  has  been  elected  a  member  of  the 
Frrndi  Academy,  in  place  of  M.  Drox,  deceased. 

The  *  Akhbar  ’  of  Algiers,  of  the  5th,  states  that  the  cholera  has 
entirely  disappeannl  from  that  place. 

The  directors  of  the  Bank  of  Austria  havu  resigned.  The  financial 
•taiemeot  for  the  second  quarter  of  1850  has  been  published;  the 
deficit  ia  18,585,181  fioriiia 

Biots  have  taken  place  at  Piunie.  The  Croatian  population  of  that 
ettj  have  pullei  down  the  Austrian  flag,  and  hoisted  the  Croatiau 
banner  instead. 

Advices  from  Havsnnah,  of  the  22nd  December,  state  that  Jenny 
land  was  expected  there  on  the  4th  inst. 

71S.068f.  were  deposited  in  the  Paris  Savings-bank  on  Sunday  and 
Mondav;  214,71 5f.  were  withdrawn. 

The  ‘Livingston  Union '  states  that  Abram  Van  Auken,  who  died 
in  Mount  Morris  on  the  1st  inst.,  aged  sixty,  of  iiaralysis,  with  which 
be  was  seised  in  Pebruary  last,  hail  subsisted  for  sixty  days  imine- 
diatelv  next  precediug  his  death  entirely  without  food.  Nothing 
passed  his  lips  but  pure  srater. 

A  German  joura^  ststee  that  Sefeloge,  the  man  who  attempted  to 
aasassinate  the  King  of  Prussia,  and  who  was  sentenced  to  imprisou- 
ment  for  Ufli,  is  now  to  be  trsnMerred  to  a  lunatic  asylum. 

The  *  Paris  Moniteur*  contains  a  notice,  that  from  Jan.  13  the 
interest  attached  to  the  Treasury  bonds  shall  be  fixed  as  follows  :  at 
3^  per  cent,  per  annum  for  bonds  falling  due  in  from  three  to  five 
months  t  at  8^  per  cent,  per  annum  for  bonds  failing  duo  in  from  six 
to  eleven  months )  at  4^  per  cent,  per  anuuni  for  bonds  at  one  year. 

On  the  moming  of  the  20th  of  November,  as  Captain  Knight,  of 
the  New  York  packet  ship  Ivanhoe,  eras  standing  on  the  poop,  hauling 
in  the  mainbraoe,  the  vosmI  shipped  a  heavy  sea,  aud  he  was  swept 
overboard  and  loot.

Her  euocees  was  almost  without  parallel,  aud  at  the 
oonclusiou  of  the  opera  she  was  three  times  called  forward  amid  a 
storm  of  applausa.  It  is  stated  that  thourt  only  between  eeventeen 
and  eighteen  years  of  age,  to  dramatic  and  at  the  same  so  finished  a 
slider  has  noi  kwn  heard  at  the  Italiens  since  the  days  of  Malibran. 
Her  voice  is  a  high  sonnmo  of  extraordinary  extent. 

M,  Drolling,  the  well-known  painter,  has  just  died  in  Paris.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Acadeny  of  Ifine  Arts.

This  having  been 
the  representative  lotca  his  seat  unless  he  discharges  his  debt  witbin 
three  months  .  ,  t  •  i 

A  letter  from  8t  Petersburg  states  that  the  books  in  the  Imperial 
Library,  founded  by  Catherine  II,  and  which  the  Emperor  Nicholas 
has  thrown  open  to  the  public,  have  just  received  a  new  classification, 
it  appears  from  the  new  catalogues  that  it  contains  663,420  volumes 
and  15,471  manuscripts. 

An  Italian,  named  Formiggini.  belonging  to  an  old  and  wealthy 
family  of  Milan,  lately  committed  suicide  by  means  of  laudanum, 
at  his  hotel  at  Paasy.  He  left  behind  him  a  letter  addressed  to  a 
lady  for  whom  .he  appears  to  have  entertained  a  profound  passion,  in 
which  be  began  giving  an  account  of  his  sensations  on  taking  the  poi¬ 
son,  and  continued  to  write  until  the  pen  fell  from  his  fingers. 

In  proof  of  the  general  mildness  of  the  season,  it  is  stated  in  a  letter 
from  Berlin  that  violets  and  ripe  wild  strawberries  have  bwu  ga¬ 
thered  in  the  neighbourhood  of  that  city,  and  from  Pomerania  there 
has  been  an  arrival  of  fresh  asparagus. 

A  committee  has  been  forint  of  merchants  in  Aleppo  for  the  relief  | 
of  the  Christians  who  suffered  there  in  the  events  of  last  October,  and 
an  appeal  has  been  made  to  this  country,  through  Mr  Hume,  vrhich 
we  trust  will  be  promptly  responded  to. 

The  French  Courts  of  Law  hare  pronounced  the  liberation  of  M. 
Mauguin  by  the  Assembly  to  have  been  unlawful.  ^  TluU  body  is 
therefore  in  collision  both  with  the  executive  and  the  judicial  powers.

COURT  AND  CHURCH. 

Till  Court. — We  understand  that,  according  to  present  arrange¬ 
ments,  her  Majesty  and  the  Royal  family  will  arrive  at  Buckingham 
Palace  next  Monday  fortnight,  from  Windsor  Castle,  for  the  season. 
A  Privy  Council  will  be  held  at  the  Palace  on  the  day  of  her 
Majesty’s  arrival,  at  which  the  Royal  Speech  on  opening  the  session 
of  Parliament  will  be  settled.  The  Sovereign  is  expected  to  deliver 
the  Speech  in  person  firom  the  throne. 

Thb  Bishop  of  Durham  or  thr  Papal  Aqorissior. — The  Bishop 
of  Durliain  has  addresseii  a  letter  to  the  Archdeacon  of  Lin- 
disfarne,  replying  to  an  address  which  had  been  forwarded  by  tlie 
latter  to  his  Lordship,  in  which  lie  states  tliat  his  present  aim  ia 
to  supply  omissions  in  former  replies  on  the  subject,  and  also  to 
remove  objections.  With  this  view  he  says  : 

*'  It  has  been  asserted  that  the  resistance  to  Papal  aggression  is  a  sel¬ 
fish  and  bigoted  movement  on  the  part  of  the  clergy.  Now,  I  believe 
that  the  question  at  issue  partakes  more  of  a  civil  than  a  religious 
nature.  Tliat  the  step  taken  by  Rome  is  intended  as  a  preliminary 
to  the  undoing  of  all  that  our  ancestors  achieved  at  the  Reformation, 
and  is  to  pave  the  way  for  imposing,  both  upon  the  clergy  apd  laity  of 
this  country,  the  yoke  of  a  corrupt  and  tyrannical  religion,  I  firmly 
believe;  but  the  form  in  which  it  has  presented  itself  is  that  of  inva¬ 
sion  upon  the  rights  of  the  Crown  and  the  independence  of  our  national 
institutions.  Our  clergy  would,  no  doubt,  be  scandalized  and  annoyed 
by  a  perpetual  collision  of  bishop  with  bishop  and  priest  with  priest,  such 
as  the  restless  and  domineering  spirit  of  Popery  would  not  fail  to  seize 
every  opportunity  of  producing.  Otherwise  the  clergy  are  not  more 
interested  than  the  laity  in  protesting  against  this  usurpation  ;  noram 
(  aware  that  they  have  ezerted  themselves  in  any  degree  more,  even 
if  so  much  as  their  lay  brethren,  in  making  a  firm  but  temperate  re- 
moustr.vuce  against  it.  The  whole  nation  felt  the  insult  at  once  ;  they 
have  risen  a*  one  man  to  ezpress  their  tndignation|upon  the  plain  and 
intelligible  ground  occupied  by  our  forefathers  at  the  Reformation. 
This  sense  of  wrong  inflicted  upon  the  national  dignity  disposes  at 
once  of  the  charge  of  intolerance  or  fanaticism.  In  any  censure  which 
it  may  have  been  my  duty  to  pass  upon  Roman  Catholics,  I  hope  tliat 
my  censure  has  been  seen  to  direct  itself  against  the  system,  not 
against  individual*.  Moreover,  I  have  always  felt  that  a  marked  dis¬ 
tinction  is  to  be  made  between  English  Roman  Catholics  and  others 
of  that  persuasion.  The  English  Roman  Catholics  iiave  ever  shown 
themselves  loyal  and  tranquil  subjects,  kind  and  liberal  neighbours  ; 
and  if  any  suspicion  hat  been  awakened  at  any  time,  it  should  be  dis¬ 
pelled  by  the  noble  and  manly  part  taken  by  the  Duke  of  Norfolk  and 
Lords  Beaumont  and  Camoys.  These  noblemen  throw  no  doubt  upon 
the  peculiar  doctrines  of  their  church,  nor  do  they  dispute  the  really 
spiritual  claims  of  its  head,  but  they  cannot  become  parties  to  this  im¬ 
proper  interference  with  the  privileges  of  their  own  Sovereign  without 
forfeiting  that  allegiance  which  they  owe  in  common  with  all  their  fel¬ 
low  subjects ;  they  therefore  stand  in  a  far  more  honourable  position 
as  Christiana  than  their  ultramontane  brethren  and  all  such  as  act 
upon  ultramontane  principles.  It  has  often  appeared  to  me  surprising 
that  any  person  of  ordinary  understanding,  and  to  wliom  the  scrip¬ 
tures  are  open,  should  be  induced  to  wander  in  the  darkness  of  Ro¬ 
manism  when  he  might  enjoy  the  pure  light  of  our  Reformation. 
Nevertheless,  when  1  have  considered  the  influence  exerted  upon  the 
hulnan  mind  by  early  habits  aud  associations,  and  the  firm  hold  which 
religious  opinions  maintain  upon  more  advanced  periods  of  life,  the 
surprise  has  been  greatly  abated  in  respect  of  such  as  iiave  imbibed 
the  doctrines  of  the  Romish  church  from  their  birth.  But  I  cannot  re¬ 
frain  from  expressing  the  greatest  wonder  that  any  who  have  been 
nurtured  in  the  brightness  and  freedom  of  Protestantism  should  con¬ 
descend  to  accept  the  restrictions  put  upon  the  will  and  understanding 
and  conscience,  and  accommodate  themselves  to  the  palpable  errors, 
the  gross  absurdities,  and  the  mischievous  practices  of  Rome.  That  I 
may  not  be  supposed  to  speak  without  some  inquiry  or  reflection,  or 
to  indulge  in  a  spirit  approaching  to  intolerance,  I  will  shortly  specify 
some  of  the  points  which  1  have  ever  considered  most  objectionable  ; 
and  I  would  call  the  attention  of  our  own  clergy  to  them  when  they 
find  it  their  duty  to  instruct  the  people  upon  the  discriminating  doc¬ 
trines  and  relative  merits  of  Popery  and  Protestantism.” 

His  Lordship  then  adverts  to  the  principal  of  tliese  points,  viz., 
the  claim  of  the  Pope  to  universsd  empire  over  the  churcli ;  tran- 
substantiation  and  the  refusal  of  the  cup  in  the  huly  communion 
to  the  laity ;  divine  honours  paid  to  the  Virgin  Mary,  tlie  invoca¬ 
tion  of  saints,  and  the  worsliip  of  images  ;  tiie  doctrines  of  purga¬ 
tory,  and  the  power  of  a  priest  to  procure  relief  from  its  penalties ; 
the  grant  of  indulgeneea;  restraint  upon  the  use  of  the  holy  scrip¬ 
tures,  amounting  to  prohibition  ;  the  unnatural  extent  in  which 
celibacy  is  enforced ;  the  pretence  that  miracles  are  even  now  per¬ 
formed  in  the  church  of  Rome ;  the  offering  up  of  publtc  prayers 
in  a  foreign  tongue,  &c. ;  and.  he  adds,  “  the  confessional,  a  system 
pregnant  with  evil— moral  and  dvil,  social  and  do  nestic,  and  too 
surely  calculated  to  enslave  and  corrupt,  more  espeeiaily  the  young 
and  female  mind.*’  The  Bishop  concludes  by  adverting  to  another 
misapprehension,  on  the  port  of  the  aggressors. 

**  Some  of  them  have  expressed  alarm,  and  raised  an  outcry,  os  if 
there  were  any  intention  to  have  recourse  to  vindictive  measures  and 
re-enect  the  penal  laws.  It  does  sound  somewhat  strangely  that  a 
Roman  Catholic  ahould  plead,  eorneatiy  for  religious  liberty  and  utter 
piteous  complaiou  against  persecution  snd  against  any  violation  of  the 
righla  of  conscience : 

*  Quis  tulerit  Gracchoe  de  sedhione  querentet  1* 

I  believe  and  sincerely  hope  they  have  nothing  to  fear  in  this  respect 
I  ora  persuaded  that  no  wish  exista  generally  for  any  measure  but 
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what  self-defence  requires.  An  outrageous  attack  bos  been  made  upon 
IIS,  but  I  trust  adequate  means  may  be  devised  for  our  own  aecuriiy 
without  disturbing  the  free  exercise  of  religion  by  othera  or  infringing 
their  rights  of  conscience.  It  surely  cannot  be  necessary  to  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  these  great  ends  that  a  foreign  potentate  should  be  permit¬ 
ted  to  insult  e  great  nation,  trample  upon  the  right*  of  the  Sovereign 
as  secured  by  law,  and  disturb  the  peace  end  good  order  of  the  eateb- 
lished  clairch.  In  order  to  prevent  tuch  evils  it  may  be  necessary  to 
provide  some  restrictions  upon  the  introduction  and  circulation  of  Papal 
bulls  in  this  island,  and  to  prohibit  the  assumption  of  episcopal  titles 
conferred  by  Rome  and  deriving  the  name  from  any  place  in  this 
country.  It  may  also  be  desirable  to  forbid  the  existence  of  monastic 
institutions,  strictly  so  called ;  nor  can  the  residence  of  any  Jesuits 
appear  otherwise  than  injurious  among  Scotch  and  English  Protestants. 
That  order  is  well  known  to  have  shown  itself  so  dangerous,  that  it 
was  suppressed  by  Clement  XIV,  in  1773,  with  the  approbation  of  all 
wise  and  good  men.  What  species  or  amount  of  merit  may  have 
brought  them  again  into  favour  at  Rome,  1  profess  myielf  unable  to 
determine;  but  I  am  sure  pou  will  agree  with  me,  that  a  body  of  men 
whose  principles  and  conduct  have  been  to  justly  reprobated  in  Ca- 
tliulic  countries  cannot  be  looked  upon  as  desirable  neighbours  among 
Protestants  like  ourselves.  To  some  such  measures  as  I  have  thus 
pointed  out,  it  may  in  all  probability  be  found  necessary  to  resort— 
and  they  may  not  Improperly  be  referred  to  In  petitions  presented 
to  Parliament  in  the  ensuing  session.  No  one,  indeed,  but  Minis¬ 
ters  tliemselves  can  know  what  steps  are  to  be  considered  most 
effectual  for  the  security  of  our  Protestant  faith  and  national  indt- 
pendence;  but  it  is  our  duty  to  pray  the  Almighty  Ruler  of  the 
universe  that  the  counsel!  of  our  Sovereign  and  her  advisers  may  be 
directed  from  on  high,  so  as  to  become  instrumental  to  the  pro¬ 
gress  of ‘pure  and  undefiled  religion;’  so  that  whatsoever  it  may 
be  found  necessary  to  do  may  be  done  in  a  spirit  of  charity,  and 
that  the  final  result,  If  we  may  not  hope  for  a  complete  agreement 
among  all  Christians,  yet  may  be  a  nearer  approach  to  such  agree¬ 
ment,  with  a  wider  diffusion  of  peace  and  happiness  among  all  the 
creatures  of  God.” 

Attbmpted  Revival  of  Corvocatioh. — A  public  meeting  was  held 
on  Tuesday,  at  the  Freemasons’  Tavern,  for  the  purpose  of  petitioning 
the  Queen  against  the  Papal  aggression,  and  for  the  appointment  of 
a  national  synod  of  the  Church  to  deliberate  upon  the  steps  necesMuy 
to  preserve  uniformity  of  doctrine  and  practices  in  the  Church.— Mr 
Henry  Hoare  occupied  the  chair,  and  there  was  a  sprinkling  of  country 
clergymen  and  others,  but  the  meeting  waa  thinly  attended.  In  the 
absence  of  numerous  speakers,  those  who  addressed  the  meeting  did 
BO  at  great  length,  hut  a  perusal  of  the  speeches  mode  does  not  in¬ 
cline  us  to  report  them.  The  following  brief  comment  on  the  |mo- 
ceedings,  which  we  take  from  the  ‘  Daily  News,’  will  show  how  little 
necessity  there  is  for  entering  into  the  details  of  the  proceedings 
“  Though  presiiled  over  by  a  rich  banker,  who  spenda  much  of  his 
leisure,  and  a  little  of  his  money,  in  promoting  religioua  bitterness, 
the  meeting  of  convocation-revivers  at  Freemasons’  Tavern  on  Tues¬ 
day  was  a  slow  and  worthless  affair,  deserving  of  remark  only  to  note 
how  dead  and  lifeless  the  proposition  ‘  to  restore  synodical  action’  to 
the  Church  of  England  falls  on  the  ears  and  the  thoughts  of  the  people 
of  England  ”  We  may  add  that  the  meeting  was  by  no  means  har¬ 
moniously  conducted,  which,  however,  did  not  prevent  the  motion  for 
the  address  to  her  Majesty  being  carried. 

Meetings  in  opposition  to  the  Papal  aggression  have  been  held 
during  the  week  at  Stowiuarket  in  Suffolk,  for  the  county  ;  at  Kendal 
for  Westmoreland  :  and  at  Caiuartben  for  the  county.  Active  pre¬ 
parations  are  in  progress  for  a  metropolitan  Protestant  demonstration 
in  Dublin,  which  is  to  take  place  towards  the  close  of  the  present 
month.  Mr  Grogan,  M.P.,  it  is  arranged,  is  to  he  the  chairman,  and 
the  meeting  will  bo  essentially  composed  of  the  middle  classes. 

THE  ARMY. 

Miutart  Clerkships. — The  Secretary-at-War  has  issued  the  follow¬ 
ing  circular : — “  War-ofiice,  Jan.  13.  Sir, — It  having  appeared  to  mo 
that  through  the  increased  opportunities  of  education  which  have  been 
lately  afforded  to  the  army,  a  ready  means  is  offered  of  obtaining 
soldiers  from  the  ranks  capable  of  filling  the  situations  of  clerks  in 
the  several  military  offices  on  foreign  stations,  while  at  the  same  tims 
a  fair  reward  would  be  secured  to  the  well-conducted  and  intelligant 
soldier,  I  have  the  honour  to  acquaint  you,  that  I  have  obtained  tbs 
concurrence  of  the  Commander-in-Cbief,  and  the  Lords  Coinmissioners 
of  her  Majesty’s  Treasury,  in  the  prospective  introduction  of  such  a 
measure ;  and  I  have  accordingly  to  request  that  on  the  occurrence  of 
a  vacancy  among  the  clerks  in  the  several  military  offices  within yonr 
command,  you  will  apply  to  the  commanding  officer  of  any  regiment 
on  the  station,  to  recommend  to  you  a  st-ady  and  intelligent  soldier 
capable  of  filling  the  same,  after  a  period  of  probation  not  exceediax 
three  mouths.  This  soldier,  if  confirmed  as  fit  for  the  situation,  shall 
be  removed  from  his  regiment,  aud  be  attested  for  general  service,  ia 
order  that  while  holding  his  office  he  siiall  continue  to  be  a  soldier  ia 
the  army,  aud  liable  if  removed  from  bis  appointment  for  irregularity 
or  incapacity  to  be  ordered  to  military  duty  with  any  regiment  then 
on  the  station.  Any  man  so  confirmed  in  his  appointment  will  bars 
the  rank  and  pay  of  sergeant,  with  clothing,  rations,  lodging  and  fuel, 
and  light,  or  with  money  allowances  in  lieu  thereof  ;  and  will  have 
the  chance  of  rising  in  some  of  the  offices,  by  succession,  to  the  senior 
clerkship,  in  which  event  he  will  he  entitled  to  the  rank.  pay.  and 
allowances  of  sergeant-major.  The  service,  a*  clerk,  of  any  *oldi« 
confirmed  in  the  appointment  will  be  allowed  to  reckon  towards  pta- 
sion  as  uou-commissioued  officer.” 

iDbltudCF  of  /liotable  iPecaoneJ. 

His  Oracb  thb  Dueb  of  Newcastle,  K.Q.,  died  at  Clumber  PsA, 
Nottingharashire,  on  Sunday,  the  12th  instant  after  a  long  and  pain¬ 
ful  illness.  He  was  the  son  of  the  third  duke,  by  the  fifth  daughter 
of  the  second  Earl  of  Harrington  Ho  was  bom  on  the  30th  Janusrjt 
1785,  and  succeeded  to  the  family  honours  as  the  fourth  duke  on  tbs 
death  of  his  father  in  1795.  At  an  early  age  he  was  sent  to  Btoe* 
where  he  remained  for  seven  years.  After  having  attained  the  dii- 
tinctions  of  that  celebrated  school,  it  waa  thought  advisable  that  tbs 
young  duke  should  travel,  and  be  accordingly  accompanied  a  portion 
of  his  family  to  the  Continent,  where,  in  consequence  of  the  troi^'** 
which  prevailed  at  that  day,  he,  with  hie  relatives,  woe  detained  * 
prisoner  for  some  yeare.  In  1807,  shortly  after  his  return  to  Enfl^dt 
hie  Grace  married  Qeorgiana  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Mr  Edward  Nil'*' 
Mundy,  of  Shipley,  iu  the  county  of  Derby,  by  whom  he 
numerous  family.  Of  his  political  career,  all  that  is  necessary 
said  is,  that  he  was  the  most  strenuous,  but  at  the  same  time  the 
consistent  opponent  of  every  Liberal  measure  that  has  occupied  tb* 
legislature  of  this  country  for  the  last  forty  years.  To  parliament^ 
reform.  Catholic  emancipation,  and  free  trade  he  made  the  naost^  ^ 
terroined  opposition ;  and,  in  consequence  of  the  lait  being 
retired  in  disgust  from  public  life.  Hie  moet  memorable  politic 
aphorism  was  the  declaration,  with  regard  to  the  conetituenciM  undt^ 
hu  control,  that  "  be  had  a  right  to  do  what  he  would  with 
The  deceased  Duke  wae  castos  nAtdorum  of  Newark, 
keeper  of  Sherwood  Forest  and  Folewood  Park,  and  high  steward^ 
Retford  ;  and  he  wae  the  patron  of  eight  living*.  He  was 
from  John,  B^n  Clinton,  who  lived  in  the  time  of  Edward  I.  ^ 
ninth  Lord  Clinton,  an  eminent  naval  commander,  obtained  tbeeso 
dom  of  Lincoln  fmm  Queen  Elizabeth.  The  ninth  earl 
dukedom  of  Newcastle  under  a  special  remainder,  from  hi* 
uncle,  the  first  duke,  and  he  aesqm^d  the  name  of  Pelham  oo  ; 


the  United  Statee  would  hare  to  complain  of  the  cimilan  of  the 
Holj  Alliance,  which  lay  down  the  principle,  that  no  chan)^  or  im« 
proremente  in  charten  in  any  etate  can  be  ralid  unleee  they  proceed 
from  the  free  concenion  of  the  Crown.  Mr  Webster  boldly  arows 
the  eympathiee  of  hie  nation  and  hie  goremment  for  all  popular 
•trugglee,  the  aim  of  which  ie  to  wreet  power  ftvm  despotic  gorem* 
nients.  But  he  denies  that  such  sympathies  lead  to  any  breach  of 
neutrality.  In  reply  to  the  complaint  that  the  American  President 
had  spoken  slightingly  of  Russia,  he  says  that  the  great  power  of 
Russia  haying  stepp^  in  to  aid  Austria  in  the  already  unequal 
struggle  with  Hungary,  naturally  threw  an  increased  interest  to  the 
side  of  the  Hungarians.  But  that,  howerer  diametrically  opposed  in 
principles  of  goeeminent  were  Russia  and  the  United  States,  the 
difference  had  nerer  l^n  found  to  affect  their  commercial  or  diplo* 
matic  relations.  Their  opposite  tendencies  and  opinions  were  ad> 
mitted  facts  on  l»th  sides.  With  respect  to  the  objection  taken  by 
the  Austriari  Minister  to  Kossuth  being  stjled  illustrious,”  Mr 
Webster  replies  that  Washington  was  in  precisely  the  same  position  as 
Kossuth — that  is,  considered  a  mere  rebel  by  the  power  he  offended, 
and  deemed  illustrious  by  all  the  rest  of  the  world.  Mr  Webster 
then  fsTOurs  Prince  Schwarsenberg  with  the  following  sketch  of  the 
republic  whoee  Minister  he  has  dimd  to  address  with  his  accustomed 
Austrian  insolence : 

**  The  power  of  this  repoblio,  at  the  present  moment,  is  spread  oeer  a 
region  one  of  the  richest  and  most  fertile  on  the  globe,  and  of  an  extent 
in  oomparison  with  which  the  possessions  of  the  House  of  Uapsburg  are 
but  a  patch  on  the  earth's  surface.  Its  population,  already  twenty-five 
millions,  will  exceed  that  of  the  Austrian  empire  within  the  period  during 
which  it  may  be  hoped  that  M.  Hulsemann  may  yet  remain  in  the  honour¬ 
able  discharge  of  his  duties  to  his  government.  Its  navigation  and  com¬ 
merce  are  hardly  exceeded  by  the  oldest  and  most  commercial  nations  ( 
its  maritime  means  and  its  mariiime  power  may  be  seen  by  Austria  her¬ 
self,  in  all  seas  wliere  she  has  ports,  as  well  as  it  may  be  seen,  also,  in  all 
other  quarters  of  the  globe.  Life,  liberty,  property,  and  all  personal  rights, 
are  amply  secured  to  all  citisens,  and  protected  by  just  and  stable  laws ; 
and  crMit,  public  and  private,  is  as  well  established  as  in  any  government 
of  continental  Kurope.  And  the  country,  in  all  its  interests  and  concerns, 
partakes  most  largely  in  all  the  improvemonts  and  progress  which  distin¬ 
guish  the  age.  Certainly  the  Unileii  States  may  ne  pardoned,  even  by 
those  who  profess  adherence  to  the  principles  of  absolute  governments,  if 
they  entertain  an  ardent  affection  for  those  popular  forms  of  political  organ¬ 
isation  which  have  so  rapidly  advanced  their  own  prosperity  and  happi¬ 
ness,  and  enabled  them  in  so  short  a  period  to  bring  the  country  and  ineir 
hemisphere  to  which  it  belongs,  to  tlie  notice  and  respectful  regard,  not 
to  say  the  admiration,  of  the  civilised  world.” 

Mr  Webster  very  satisfactorily  vindicates  his  goremment  from  the 
charge  of  ”  ignorance,”  and  after  explaining  what  ''aspy”  really 
is,  assures  Prince  Schwanenberg  of  the  following  comfortable  fact : 

”  Had  the  Imperial  Government  of  Austria  subjected  Mr  Mann  to  the 
treatment  of  a  spy,  it  would  have  placed  itself  without  the  pale  of  civilis^ 
nations ;  and  the  Cabinet  of  Tienna  may  be  assured  that  if  it  had  carried, 
or  attempted  to  carry,  any  such  lawless  purpose  into  effect,  in  tbs  case  of 
an  authorised  agent  of  this  Government,  the  spirit  of  the  people  of  this 
country  would  have  demanded  immediate  hostilities  to  be  waged  by  the

^Vaomwa"Liwa,  of  the  Berlin  university,  celebrated  as  a  botanist 
writer  on  natural  philosophy,  died  last  week  in  Berlin.  At^rding 
^custom  a  funeral  oration  was  pronounced  over  his  grave  ;  but  un- 
rxrtunatel’y  the  clergyman  selected  beinga  strictly  orthodox  person,  and 
being  able  to  approve  of  the  spirit  of  the  whole  of  the  writings 
of  the  debased,  censured  them,  it  is  said,  in  most  unbecoming  langusge, 
to  the  indignation  of  the  numerous  friends  present. 

M»  Maxwill,  the  Irish  novelist,  and  author  of  innumerable  hu¬ 
morous  sketches  in  the  periodical  literature  of  the  day,  died  on  the 
29th  of  December,  at  Musselburg,  near  the  Scottish  capital.  His 
cenerally  vigorous  health  had  of  late  broken  down,  and  he  crept  into 
^e  retirement  of  this  sequestered  village  to  die.  He  had  been,  in  early 
life  in  the  British  army,  and  subsequently  entered  the  Church,  and 
was’ some  years  prebendary  of  Balia,  a  wild  Connaught  church  living, 
without  any  congregation  or  cure  of  souls  attached  to  it.  Of  a  warm¬ 
hearted.  kind,  and  manly  temperament,  he  made  friends  of  all  who 
came  within  the  range  of  his  wit,  or  the  circle  of  his  acquaintance. 

Mb  Jim  HARViBiiD,  for  upwards  of  twenty  years  connected  with 
the  literary  department  of  the  ‘  Morning  Chronicle,’  died  last  week  in 
the  fiftieth  year  of  his  age.  The  deceased  was  a  man  of  very  ex¬ 
tensive,  and,  in  some  respects,  peculiar  attainments.  His  reading  in 
every  department  of  literature  was  prodigious,  and  his  memory  almost 
a  phenomenon.  On  all  matters  connected  with  parliamentary  history, 
precedent,  and  etiquette  in  particular,  Mr  Harfield  was  a  perfect  ency- 
clopsediaof  information.  In  early  life,  Mr  Harfield  was  ^protegi  of, 
sndsfterwards  acted  as  secretary  to.  Jeremy  Bentham,  who  acknow¬ 
ledged  his  sense  of  his  young  friend’s  services  by  bequeathing  to  him 
the  whole  of  his  magnificent  library. 

Thi  Riv.  Lohd  William  Somerset  died  at  Clifton,  on  the  14th 
inst.,  in  the  sixty-seventh  year  of  his  sge.  He  was  a  son  of  the  fifth 
and  uncle  to  the  present  Duke  of  Beaufort.  By  his  death  a  esnonry

The  twelfth 
suggests  a  mild  laxative  for  costiveness.  We  thus  see  that  ventila¬ 
tion,  drainage,  cleanlinea*,  and  particularly  dryness,  wore  nioet  dis¬ 
tinctly  ordered  as  indispensable  practices  to  be  adopted  for  the  avoid¬ 
ance  of  pestilential  disease  in  the  year  1616,  when  Sir  Jnmes  Pemberton, 
Knight,  was  Lord  Mayor  of  London.  To  him  this  ’  Rich  Storehouse, 
or  Treasurie  for  the  Diseased’  was  dedicated,  and  the  dedication  con¬ 
tains  the  following  words :  **  I  assuring  myselfe  that  your  lordship 
both  bath  and  wil  vouchsafe  to  be  •  a  protector  of  the  poor  people’s 
profit  and  good  both  in  health  and  wealth,'’  &c.  &c.— Signed,  Ralph 
Blower. 


Postage  with  France — Whose  fault  ie  it  that  the  promieed  change 
in  the  rates  and  conditions  of  the  postal  exchange  between  Prance  and 
England  has  not  been  carried  into  effect?  Nine  months  ago  the  matter 
was  the  subject  of  negotiation  between  the  two  post-offices ;  the  negotia¬ 
tion  ended,  it  was  announced,  in  an  agreement;  and  the  particulars  wore 
given  semi-officially  in  the  daily  newspapers  of  London.  The  postagt 
was  to  be  reduced  to  an  uniform  rate  of  sixpence  between  any  part  of 
France  and  any  part  of  the  United  Kingdom  ;  and  the  weight  allowed 


for  letters  at  single  postage  was  to  be  increased  from  a  (quarter  to 
half  an  ounce.  Since  that  time  not  one  word  has  been  said  on  the 
subject,  nor  a  thought  given  to  it ;  at  least  as  fur  as  the  public  is  in¬ 
formed.  Can  it  be  that  the  foolish  squabble  about  the  Greek  affair 
was  allowed  to  hinder  a  boon  to  both  nations,  and  an  important 
step  in  social  progress  ?  If  Parliament  had  been  sitting  during  the 
past  four  or  five  months,  perhaps  the  Post-office  authorities  might 
have  been  srimulated  to  action  in  this  neglected  field  of  public  busi¬ 
ness.  The  French  Government,  among  its  many  blunders,  has  mads 
a  step  backward  instead  of  forward  in  its  postal  reforms,  raising  the  j 


rate  ior  letters  throughout  France  from  2d.  to  2^d.  But  still,  adding 
their  internal  postage  to  ours,  a  wide  margin  remains  for  the  sea- 
postage,  which  would  be  extravagantly  dear  at  another  2^d.,  making 
the  total  fid.  Among  the  good  things  promised  for  the  new  year,  the 
settlement  of  the  pottage  between  France  and  England  ought  to  be 
accomplished  promptly,  not  only  because  it  is  so  easily  done,  but  be¬ 
cause  it  will  lend  a  powerful  aid  to  that  interchange  of  useful  ideas 
and  kind  feelings  which  the  great  Exhibition  aims  at  promoting. 

Reduction  of  the  Troops  in  Australia. — Lord  Grey  has  an¬ 
nounced  his  intention  to  the  Governors  of  New  South  Wales  and 
Victoria  of  reducing  the  troops  in  those  colonies  to  a  guard  for  the 
cities  of  Sydney  and  Melbourne,  and  of  only  retaining  tliose  guards 
so  long  as  the  colonies  shall  see  fit  to  provide  them  with  suitable 
quarters.  In  the  despatch  to  Sir  C.  Fitzroy,  communicating  this  in¬ 
telligence,  after  referring  to  the  progress  in  wealth  and  population  of 
these  colonies,  and  their  consequent  ability  to  bear  a  part  of  the 
charges  which,  with  a  view  to  naval  and  military  protection,  are  im- 
'  posed  upon  their  fellow-subjects  resident  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
Lord  Grey  says : 

**  If  a  greater  amount  of  force  is  required,  the  local  Legislature  must 
either  make  provision  for  raising  a  more  considerable  body  of  police  than 
is  now  maintained,  or  some  other  description  of  local  force,  or  else  provide 
for  the  pay  and  allowances  of  an  additional  number  of  her  Majesty's  regular 
army,  in  which  case  there  would  be  no  objection  to  allow  additional  regi¬ 
ments  to  serve  there.  In  adopting  the  policy  which  I  am  thus  called  upon 
to  prescribe  to  you  for  your  future  guidance,  her  Majesty’s  Govorniuont 
are  urged  by  the  consideration  that  N’ew  South  Wales  already  pouesses 
representative  institutions;  that  these  will,  it  cannot  be  doubted,  very 
speedily  be  extended  to  tlio  other  Australian  colonies,  and  that  all  the 
restrictions  heretofore  imposed  on  colonial  trade  by  Imperial  legislation 
have  now  been  removed.  It  is  my  duty  to  apprise  you  that  if  the  colonial 
Legislature  should  not  think  proper  to  maxe  adequate  provision  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  necessary  barracks,  in  the  manner  in  which  the  health 
and  comfort  of  the  troops  will  be  as  well  secured  as  at  present,  it  will  be 
t  on  her  Majesty’s  Government  to  remove  them  altogether.

The  Fublio  Health.— In  the  week  ending  last  Saturday  1,023 
deaths  were  registered  in  the  districts  of  the  metropolis.  In  the  cor¬ 
responding  weeks  of  tbe  ten  years  (1841-50),  tbe  average  was  1,102  ; 
compared  with  which  tbe  present  return  exhibits  a  favourable  result. 
And  if  it  could  be  safely  assumed,  notwithstanding  the  effects  of 
various  epidemics,  that  the  population  has  increased  yearly  at  the  rate 
of  1‘55  per  cent,  (tbe  annual  rate  of  increase  observed  in  London 
between  the  two  censuses  of  1831  and  1841)  and  the  above  average 
were  proportionally  augmented,  the  comparison  would  show  tbe  public 
health  of  the  week  in  a  still  more  satisfactory  point  of  view.  But  it 
will  be  found  on  examination  that,  in  five  out  of  the  ten  correspond¬ 
ing  weeks,  the  returns  differ  little  from  that  of  lost  week,  or  fall 
much  below  it,  whilst  an  excessive  mortality  presses  on  other  parts  of 
the  series,  the  deaths  rising  to  1,450  at  one  period,  when  influenza  was 
on  the  wane,  at  another,  when  cholera  had  broken  out  in  Drouet’s 
institution,  and  thus  swelling  the  account  above  what  an  average 
state  of  health  would  produce.
